Firemen ‘spread a life net beneath 
the ledge on which McGowan was 
walking and gesturing, and raised 
an heavy ladder. While the rescue 
preparations were in progress Mc- 
Gowan refused to heed suggestions 
that he leave the ledge and return 
to an opening: through which he 
had reached the roof. 

Fireman Herman Schmidt went 
up the ladder and maneuvered 
McGowan toward a corner of the 
wide ledge, and grappled with 
him.

Republic Rejects Pay Rise. 

The Republic Steel Corp. an- 
nounced in Cleveland late yester- 
day that it had rejected the CIO 
Steel Workers demands for a “sub- 
stantial” wage increase, but it did 
not announce price cuts. 

This afternoon in Pittsburgh 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Corp. an- 
nounced that it, had refused the 
“substantial” wage increase de- 


manded by the CIO Steel Workers. 


Ben Moreell, president of the com- 
said Jones & Laughlin 
would “cut prices wherever we 
can,” 

Youngstown Sheet & Tube Co. 
probably will be forced to cut 
some steel prices and to turn 
down demands for pay increases, 
President Frank Purnell indicated 
today at the shareholders meeting 
in Youngstown, O. .

DETROIT, April 27 (AP) 
liam 8S. Knudsen, World War Il 
co-ordinator of America’s indus- 
trial might, died at 4:48 a.m. today 
following a long illness. 


The 69-year-old white - haired 
Danish immigrant was known by 
fellow industrialists as “the great- 
est production gentus of modern 
times.” He gave up the presidency 
of General Motors Corp, in 1940 
to head the rearmament prugram 
initiated by President Roosevelt. 

Knudsen was commissioned a 
lieutenant-general, the only civil- 
ian ever to move directly to that 
high military office. He frequent- 
ly admitted his embarrassment, 
remarking, “I’m not a military 
man. My business is to make 
things.” 

His wife, Mrs. Clara Elizabeth 
Knudsen, and their son and three 
daughters were at his bedside 
when he died at his home. Death 
was attributed to a cerebral hem- 
orrhage. 

Tdur of Battlefronts. 

Tt was believed that an extended 
tour of the battlefronts during 
the closing months of hostilities 
was a serious drain on his energy. 
Close associates said he nevér 
fully regained the vigor of the 
early war years when he directed 
the rearmament program. 

Arriving here from Copenhagen 


in 1899, the 20-year-old son of a|’ 


Danish customs inspector went to 


work in a shipyard and as a 


shophand on the Erie Railroad. 
He had been a bicycle mechanic 
in Denmark. 

He soon found his way into the 
new automotive industry. By 1913 
he had served as assistant man- 
ager of a Buffalo concern which 
later merged with the Ford Motor 
Co., and then entered the Ford 
Detroit plant, Becoming a citizen 
in 1914, he directed the Ford boat- 
building activities in the first 
World War. 

Knudsen joined General Motors 
in 1922. Soon he was named vice 
president of the Chevrolet di- 
vision. He produced 240,000 cars

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SEASON PREDICTED 
FOR MISSOURI IF— 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 27 
(UP).--A prediction that Missouri 
in 1948 will get a bigger tourist 
trade than never before was made 
by the State Division of Re- 
sources and Development. It es- 
timates that tourists will drop 
more than $170,000,000 in Missouri 
cash registers before the vacation 
season winds up this year. 

The prediction, however, was 
based on a big “if.” The golden 
gleam will materialize: If there 
is no further shortage of gaso- 
line; if the weather is conducive 
to a long season, especially in 
September and October; if there 
is no industrial mobilization on a 
national scale, which would tend 
to postpone holidays, and if there 
is no revival of Selective Service, 
which would increase demands on 
railroads and busses.

TEL AVIV, Palestine, April 27 
(AP)--Heavily armed youths who 
said they were members of the 
Jewish underground Stern group 
pulled a $1,000,000 daylight bank 
robbery today under the eyes of 
Haganah guards. 

The youths, just after dawn, 
visited the homes of all directors 
and cashiers of Barclay’s Bank. At 
gunpoint they took the matched 
keys needed to open vaults, Some 
of the bank officials were beaten 
to make them surrender their 
keys. ° 

Shortly after the bank opened, 
two of the group, wearing military 
police armbands, asked admittance 
to inspect the armed guard kept 
by Haganah, the Jewish militia, 
because of the wave of recent rob- 
beries by dissident underground 
groups. 

When the doors opened, a larger 
group of youths rushed up. They 
disarmed the guards, herded the 
employes into one room, and 
opened the vaults with the 
matched keys. They escaped in 
two. waiting taxis was £250,000 
($1,000,000) in cash and negotiable 
bank securities.

EGYPT IS REPORTED, DENIED

HOSPITALS WARNED 
OF CONTAMINATED 
GLUCOSE SOLUTION

WASHINGTON, April 27 (UP)— 
The Food and Drug Administra- 
tion today alerted.all doctors and 
hospitals in the country to be on 
the lookout for “several hundred” 
bottles of a contaminated glucose 
solution. 

The solution is a type used for 
intravenous injections when pa- 
tients are too ill to take nourish- 
ment otherwise. 

The agency said the bottles were 
part of 2952 shipped to hospitals 
and doctors by the Cutter Labora- 
tories of Berkeley, Calif, The solu- 
tion is known as “5 per cent glu- 
cose in normal saline.” Officials 
said the bottles bear the code No. 
CM 8164. Look for bottles of the 
solution with that code number, 

They said injectionos of the so- 
lution from this supply “may cause 
serious injury.” 

Agents had been examining rec- 
ords in an effort to trace the bot- 
tles. They said, however, that “the 
records of the firm are in such 
conditiono that several hundred 
bottles cannot be traced from 
them.”

Doctor Must Stay 


on Case as Long 


As Needed, Says Virginia Court 


RICHMOND, Va., April 27 (AP) 
—A physician once engaged in a 
case must continue to attend his 
patient “as long as his services 
are needed,” the Virginia Su- 
preme Court of Appeals ruled yes- 
terday. 

“He cannot voluntarily abandon 
‘his patient,” the court ruled in 
affirming a $25,000 judgment 
‘awarded by the Norfolk Law and 
Chancery Court against Dr. Foy 
Vann, Norfolk ‘doctor. 

Dr. Vann was sued by Arthur 
Gardner Harden, 18 years old, and 
his father, Ernest R. Harden Jr.,

While secrecy covered Arab 
movements, reliable reports said 
the armies of four Arab nations 
encircling Palestine — Trans-Jor- 
dan, Syria, Lebanon and Egypt-— 
were ready to invade the Holy 
Land before this week ends, 

The reports said the four na- 
tions will launch the thrust in 
defiance of the British mandate, 
which ends May 15, and of the 
United Nations Security Council, 
which has ordered a cease-fire in 
Palestine. 

(In London, the Foreign Office 
announced that Britain will re- 
sist any Arab “incursions” into 
Palestine before the British man- 
date ends.) 

A Jewish Agency spokesman 
told newspaper men Jews had 
learned that last night the Trans- 
. Jordan Parliament agreed to King 
Abdullah’s demand to send troops 
into Palestine and ordered a gen- 
eral mobilization. 

Abdullah Sends Note. 

(Abdullah has demanded 
ereignty over Palestine in a note 
to British High Commissioner Sir 
Alan Cunningham, the United 
Press said. 

(The British Foreign Office in 
London acknowledged that .Cun- 
ningham had forwarded a note 
from Abdullah to it, but declined 
to discuss its contents.) 

The Trans-Jordan Government 
denied that Abdullah has declared 
war on Palestine, and has already 
ordered his army to invade the 
country. 

Questioned about moving his 
ermies before the expiration of 
the British mandate, Abdullah 
told newspaper men in Amman, 
his capital: : 

“Instead of waiting to May 15, 
Jews started to attack peaceful 
villages, Haifa and Jaffa and a 
great part of Jerusalem. This is 
sufficient provocation for Arab 
states to send their armies, and I 
consider that no one government 
in the Arab states can dare resist 
the wish of its people.” 

Although he did not say it in so 
many words, Abdullah’s statement 
was in effect a declaration of war 
against Palestine’s Jews. 

“There is an attack by Jews 
against Arabs and use of our 
troops is quite natural,” he de- 
clared. “I have advised Jews be- 
fore to content themselves and 
live as citizens of an Arab state, 
and my army is an Arab army. I 
shall do as I please.”

These speedg will give them strik- 
ing force ranging from 6 billion 
to 10 billion volts. 


With these bullets scientists 
will bombard atoms to produce 
mesons, mighty packets of energy 
and matter which apparently 
hold the key to the deepest se- 
crets of nuclear energy. 


The project was announced last 
night jointly by Dr. Ernest O. 
Lawrence, cyclotron inventor, and 
David E. Lillienthal, chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission. - 


The main part of the big ma-« 
chine will be a magnet weighing 
13,000 tons. 

Construction probably will re- 
quire about five years. The cyclo- 
tron will remain the property of 
the Government but the university 
will have the greatest possible de- 
gree of autonomy in operating it, 
Lilienthal said. 


Lilienthal said the plans reflect 
the determination of the United 
States to remain “pre-eminent” in 
the development of atomic re 
search. 

The machine will be about 20 
times as powerful as the univer- 
sity’s 4900-ton cyclotron, Dr. Law- 
rence said. 

The 4900-tonner, at present the 
world’s largest, already has pro- 
duced very weak mesons. Previ- 
ously mesons were known only in 
cosmic ray activity. But some 
of the natural mesons have ener- 
gies of billions of volts, as against 
only 4,000,000 for the first ones 
made in the cyclotron. 

This means, Dr. Lawrence said, 
that much more potent mesons 
will have to be made in the labora- 
tories before nuclear energy can 
be clearly understood. High en- 
ergy mesons from the new cyclo 
tron may yield the answer, 

This will be Dr. Lawrence's fifth 
cyclotron. The first was built in 
1929. The 4900-ton machine played 
a key part in producing the first 


atom bomb. ‘

An Isolationist Speaks 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your attacks on Senator C. Wayland 
Brooks as an isolationist seem to me 
to be very childish in view of his great 
War record as a 19-year-old volunteer, 
wounded three times and decorated five 
times. ! 

Why is he an isolationist? Why am 
I an isolationist? Because I was over- 
seas in World War I. Did I not see 
conditions over there that made me #07 
I was for the League of Nations. Who 
scuttled it? Both Democrats and Re- 
publicans. 

I was a Democrat. I cussed the Re- 
publicans until I read Mr. Churchill's 
and David Lioyd George’s account of 
the inner group that blundered us into 
World War II. 

I voted for Roosevelt twice. No for-- 
eign wars, and a lot of other blah, blah. 
But it would be hard to tell my two sonz, 
who were 17 and 19 when they volun- 
teered, and the fathers and mothers of 
the 400,000 dead and -over 1,000,000 
wounded, that we were not in it. 

We won the war of men, but the same 
blundering outfit that lost the first 
peace has lost this one for us. 

As a traveling salesman I come in con- 
tact daily with numerous veterans of 
this last war, and except for a few po- 
litical fanatics, hidebound Democrats 
such as I was after World War I, I feel 
safe in saying that at least 95 per cent 
of us are isolationists, and I'm proud to 
be one. 

Down here in this country we know 
that if we stick our noses into other 
people’s business we are apt to get them 
punched, and the same applies to coun- 
tries as well.

The Tragedy of Wallace 


An analysis of the first three months of Henry 
A. WalDace’s candidacy has been made by Ameri- 
cans for Democratic Action and the result is 
very damaging to the Park avenue cornfield 
mystic, ADA is the strictly non-Communist 
liberal group, set up to counter the Red-hued 
Progressive Citizens of America, which is sup- 
porting Wallace. 

ADA finds the genesis of Wallace’s third 
party in the overthrow of Earl Browder as No. 1 
American Communist; it portrays how Wallace, 
after some preliminary fumbling, espoused the 
party line concerning Czechoslovakia; it exposes 
his double-talk regarding Britain and how he 
was rapped sharply on the knuckles by Mrs. 
Aygeurin Bevan; ADA reveals Wallace’s confused 
and confusing ideas about national defense; tells 
of his party’s attacks upon solid progressives 
like Paul Douglas of Illinois and Helen Gahagan 
Douglas of California; of his repudiation by the 
Roosevelt family, and of his questionable record 
on racial justice and labor legislation. 

It is a damning dossier. 

The most disturbing part of it is the external 
evidence that Wallace has become the dupe of 
the men who control the Communist party of 
the United States and, hence, a pawn in Mos- 
cow’s grarid strategy. 

Some years ago, Browder, in one of those 
strange shifts of the party line, announced that 
the Communist party of the United States would 
cease to seek its objectives as a political party. 
In the summer of 1945, Jacques Duclos, the 
French Red leader, brought about Browder’s 
downfall because the latter’s policies would end 
“in liquidation of the independent political party 
of the working class in the United States.” 

William Z. Foster took over and, in 1946, 
made it clear that the Communists would “pro- 
mote the movement for a new people's party.” 
He called for organization of “a grass roots po- 
litical machinery and foundations for the new 
peoples alignment and party which are now in 
the making.” Wallace had not been bitten by 
the third party bug at that time. In fact, he had 
talked about “the futility of a third party.” Fos- 
ter declared him “honest though confused.” 

Wallace’s speech at Madison Square Garden 
in September 1946, was first criticized by the 
Daily Worker; but, on closer scrutiny by such 
Red master minds as Eugene Dennis, the com- 
rades were informed that they had “failed to 
grasp the fact that Wallace, in his own way and 
within the limitations of his position, was chal- 
lenging the main lines of the Byrnes-Vandenberg 
policy and... , the ‘get tough with Russia 
policy.’” | 

A little later, Foster said: “There must be a 
progressive presidential candidate in the field 
in 1948 without fail; if not on the Democratic 
ticket, then surely on an independent ticket.” 
Wallace meantime was weakening. Originalfy 
scorning a third party movement, he said in 
May, 1947: “Americans demand a two-party 
system and a liberal party. If the Democratic 
party betrays its respon#bilities, the people will 
have to find other means of political 
expression.” 

In December 1047, the issue of a Wallace-led 
third party split open the PCA and, in resigning 
from that organization, Dr. Frank Kingdon said: 

Who asked Henry Wallace to run? The 
answer is in the record. The Communist 
party, through William Z. Faster and Eu- 
gene Dennis, were the first. ...I was 
finally convinced when the steamroller ran 
over me the night PCA became the second 
organized g to demand the Wallace 
candidacy, : 

Ten days later Wallace threw his hat in the 
ring. 

So runs the ADA story of how the Communist 
party line, as changed by Jacques Duclos, and 
Henry Wallace's course of conduct have co- 
incided. There is, of course, much supporting 
evidence. ‘What could better suit the Commu- 
nists than for an American presidential candi- 
date to denounce the Marshall plan, to fight 
against national defense measures like the draft 
and UMT and to speak generally in terms whose 
content and even terminology sound like patter 
from Moscow? 

There is always room in the United States for 
a virile progressivism, growing out of our own 
soil, as represented, for example, by the Popu- 
lists and Robert M. Lafollette’s Wisconsin move- 
ment. It is the tragedy of Henry Wallace, the 
Iowa boy, that he has been led astray by alien 
forces.

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’ In Behalf of Sculptors 


* Painters were helped by the boom that the war 

brought to the United States. Many were com- 
missioned, either by the Government or by edi- 
tors, to get the war effort onto canvas. Also, 
there was a widening interest in their work. 
Commissions were forthcoming from advertising 
agencies. Reproductions sold well. And, of 
course, much more money was spent in the gal- 
leries of Fifty-seventh street. Radio concerts 
helped to give musicians a similar boost. But, 
in the main, sculptors found the going as hard as 
ever. Why? Is American interest in art so lop- 
sided that it appreciates a landscape or a sym- 
phony while it can see no merit in a figure of 
stone or wood? 

The sculptors’ troubles seem to stem largely 
out of the lack of good “merchandising.” Per- 
‘haps such a word should not be dragged into talk 
about high art. Nevertheless, the fact remains 
that the painters and musicians are the benefici- 
aries of salesmanship. Look at the promotional 
activities of the Associated American Artists and 
the record manufacturers. And beyond mere 
salesmanship is the effort to get the product 
down to a price at which it finds a market. For 
example, etchings at $5. 

How many homes have a place for a huge 
marble carving, or how many purses can afford 
a bronze more suitable in scale but at a price 
running into four figures? As in the case of 
painting and music, the solution for sculpture is 
in reproduction. If anything, the medium lends 
itself better to it than. do the other two. 

What brings this up just now is news of the 
discovery that the late Elie Nadelman, a distin- 


' guished American sculptor, had retired from the 


New York art whirl to work out this idea for 
himself. Many small figures have been found 
in his big, old-fashioned house overlooking the 
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Hudson, Then there was the word from Chicago 
yesterday that a group of outstanding sculptors 
has been formed under the name of Sculpture- 
in-Replica to do likewise at a top price of $75. 

But the idea is by no means a new one. The 
Louvre, for example, has long offered reproduc- 
tions of some of its treasures. More recently, 
the Metropolitan Museum has followed the ex- 
ample. And individual sculptors did it in pre- 
war Europe. 

The possibility is worth wider examination not 
merely as a solution of sculptors’ personal prob- 
lems or as another opportunity for art patron- 
age, but because through it more beauty could 
be brought into more homes, The mantelpieces 
of the country cry out for it. 
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Shoddy Propaganda Device 

We recently commented on a cartoon contest 
advertised by the National Physicians’ Commit- 
tee “as about as shoddy an insult (to cartoon- 
ists and publishers) as ever was set in type.” 
Now Senator Murray denounces the contest as 
“a flagrant and vicious attempt to undermine 
the free press of America.” 

The advertisement, printed in Editor and Pub- 
lisher, offered eight prizes totaling $3000, with 
a first prize of $1000, for the best cartoons de- 
picting the meaning and implications of politi- 
cal distribution of health care services in the 
United States.” In plainer language, the con- 
test was for the purpose of disparaging the Wag- 
ner-Murray-Dingell bill for a national health 
insurance program. 

Editor and Publisher is a trade magazine 
whose general policies are conservative enough, 
but, it does hold high the interests of the 
press. It denounced the cartoon contest as one 
that offered “rewards for doing a slanted job in 
newspapers and magazines.” And Editor and 
Publisher called on the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors and others to take action. 


Offering of prizes to newspapers for the ad- — 


vancement of specific causes is not new. It has 
been done by various groups. For example, the 
National Safety Council offers cash rewards for 
the best cartoons on accident prevention. An 
Iowa magazine presents prizes for the best edi- 
torial of the year tending to make for rural- 
urban understanding. These may be devices for 
obtaining publicity, but the objectives are whole- 
some and non-controversial.. 

The question of national health insurance, to 
the contrary, is highly controversial and is a 
matter that has been before Congress for some 
years. It has been termed a “socialistic” or 
“communistic” proposal by conservative medical 
circles, It has been defended as a necessary 
means, lacking initiative by the medical profes- 
sion, to spread the benefits of medical science 
among the American people. 

Here is a matter to be discussed and debated 
by Congress and the people on fair terms. It 
should not be influenced by cheap propaganda 
devices, such as the contest of the National 
Physicians’ Committee, which is described as 
the propaganda arm of the American Medical 
Association. Indeed, one would suppose that 
the inherent dignity of the nation’s organized 
doctors would have resulted in rebuking the 
crude operators who invented the contest. 


If the practice of offering prizes on contro-- 


versial issues to publicists became widespread, 
then, indeed, Senator Murray would be justified 
in the strong words he used to condemn the 
National. Physicians’ Committee. We prefer to 
believe, however, unless shown evidence to the 
contrary, that the editors, cartoonists and re- 
porters of the nation are above lending them- 
selves to such prostitution of their jobs. The 
best way to kill off the National: Physicians’ 
Committee offer, and similar proposals, is to 
leave them unclaimed.

Delay in laying before Congress a co-ordinated program of United 
States defense needs is deplored; now, however, Secretary Forrestal 
has presented one; it is the result of compromises—especially 
with the Air Force; frankness needed if it is to gain support.

When the President on March 17 called 
for a resumption of the draft and the adop- 
tion of universal military training, the 
average citizen could hardly be blamed for 
assuming that these serious recommenda- 
tions were made in accordance with some 
considered estimate of requirements ad- 
vanced by the President's military advisers. 


But it is only now-—-more than a month 
later, after the vigorous intervention of 
Congress, after much altercation among 
the services, after an piste, 
appalling amount of ’ 
politics and confu- 
sion—that Secretary f, 
Forrestal is able to 
bring forward a pro- 
gram for which the 
joint chiefs of staff 
are willing to take 


- responsibility. 


This program is 
very large.

fiscal year and larger amounts thereafter. 
It is also patently the result of a series 


of compromises. These, unfortunately, are 
not merely the compromises which all mili- 
tary planning must make between the de- 
sired optimum and the practically attain- 
able; they are also compromises between 
the demands of the three services, conflict- 
ing political pressures, rival estimates of 


what is needed now or may be needed in 
the future, 


The Air Force wants 70 groups and has 
no use for U.M.T.; many congressmen, des- 
perately anxious to escape the political bur- 
den of U.M.T., have plumped for the 70 
groups as a substitute; the new Forrestal 
program “compromises” by giving the Air 
Force 66 groups, leaving U:M.T. up in the 
air and giving the Navy and ground Army 
some “compensating” increases. 


This newspaper is glad that Secretary 
Forrestal and the jeint chiefs have been 
able to develop a unanimous program, and 
believes the reconciling of divergent. claims 
is no mean accomplishment. It feels that 
the congressional emphasis on air power is 
sound in long-run policy; and that a 66 
group pfo is a reasonable level on 
which to plan such a policy. 


It is certain, however, that there is no 
substitute whatever for the proper integra- 
tion of all forces—naval, ground, naval-air 
and Air Force—into a single, co-ordinated 
military instrument that will make sense to 
the American public in the existing context 
of international affairs. It wishes there 
might have been more explanation on what 
the compromises ‘were designed to achieve 
and why the results are now considered 
“balanced.” 


The military problem is bound to be a 
very big problem for the United States 
under the novel conditions of today. It is 
so big that the American people are un- 
likely to meet it unless they get the utmost 
of clarity and frankness from their mili- 
tary advisers, 


The House Delays on World Health

The House Foreign 
Affairs Committee took similar action, bat 
the House Rules Committee is blocking 
ratification and has tabled the matter with- 
out public explanation. This is a blow to 


' American international presffge, since the 


United States took an active part in the 


preliminary steps of building the WHO, 


Financial support of the WHO by mem- 
bers is based on-national income, with a 


‘eredit for devastation for those countries 


that suffered destruction in the war, The 
United States now would pay 39.89 per cent 
of the budget, but the ‘amount would be 
only $2,000,000 annually, a merg drop in the 
bucket in international affairs, As other 
countries recovered they would pay more, 
proportionately, of the entire budget, 
WHO engages in global medical research 
and public health matters. Its work af- 


fects all mankind. You can't live in a world 


of disease without being exposed. 


The House should pull this WHO ratifi- 
cation bill out of ¢ fttee immediately 
and start the United tes toward doing 
its share in one of the most useful and, so 
far, successful of all UN agencies.

In general the same is true now that they 
are civilians again. The veterans’ vote is 
every bit as mythical a bloc of elective 
power as was the servicemen’s vote four 
years ago. Even on housing, an unsolved 
problem of personal concern to millions of 
veterans, there is nothing like unanimous 
thinking as to what should be done about 
it, The only issue on which the men who 
fought the two world wars find themselves 
agreeing just about 100 per cent is national 
defense. Virtually all of them say that 


strong preparedness is the soundest policy 
to avoid another war. : 


Since this conviction is also held by an 
evident majority of non-yeterans, the posi- 
tion of the veterans on security is by no 
means their exclusive property. On other 
public questions there is simply no such 
thing as an ex-servicemen’s position. For 


‘this ability of millions of men te. regard 


themselves simply as American citizens in- 
stead of members of a special, self-serving 
group of voters, the country can thank the 
democratic system*that enables these men 
to feel, think and vote as they do.

Britain’s Dilemma. 


In the weeks and months to 
come we shall find, I venture to 
think, that we must reconsider 
and revise not only our strategical 
doctrine and policy, not only our 
conception of the Western Hemi- 
sphere, but also our relations with 
the British Commonwealth and 
Empire. For the events which 
have compelled this country to 
underwrite the rehabilitation and 
to guarantee the security of west- 
ern Europe are in their magnitude 
and their consequences as great as 
any since the formation of modern 
national states. 


It may well be, indeed it is 
most probable, that they mark the 
breakdown of the traditional sys- 
tem of separate national states 
and the inauguration of a new 
political society in Europe and in 
the Americas. 

The role of Great Britain in this 
immense evolution is crucial and 
extraordinarily difficult. For, as 
@n English friend of mine, who 
has had much to do with working 
out the E.R.P., puts it, the “di- 
lemma” of Great Britain is that 
“she cannot afford to go into a 
federation of western Europe if 
that involves breaking up the 
British Commonwealth; she can- 
not afford not to co-operate mili- 
tarily, financially, politically, eco- 
nomically with France, Benelux 
and western Europe.” 


And Our Dilemma. 


The British dilemma is real, and 
‘wniess it can be resolved, Mr. 
Hoffman and Mr, Harriman for 
this country, M. Bidault and M. 
Spaak for the Europeans will find 
that British collaBboration is am- 
biguous and uncertain. Britain 
will be bound to avoid the clear 
decisions and the firm commit- 
ments which her partners and al- 
lies will call upon her to make. 


But the British dilemma is also 
an American dilemma. For if Brit- 
ain’s entrance into a European 
federation means the breaking up 
of the British Commonwealth and 
Empire, what is to become of the 
non-European parts of the Com- 
monwealth and Empire? There 
are some who think they could be- 
come parts of an American com- 
monwealth and empire. But this 
would be a dangerous, perhaps 


even a disastrous and tragic, out- 
come, 

For the American republic 
could not, without a revolutionary 
transformation of all that is most 
essentially American, became the 
heir and the successor to the Brit- 
ish imperial power. The fearful] 
muddle in which we are already in- 
volved as successors to Britain in 
Greece, Palestine, Iran and the 
whole Middie East is only a small 
example of how contrary to our 
character and experience is the 
role of heir and successor to the 
British Empire. 


Solution by Union. 


The British dilemma and the 
American dilemma can be re- 
solved only by the construction of 
a large political community which 
includes the British Common- 
wealth, the inter-American sys- 
tem, and a European federation 
with its African dependencies and 
colonies, In this larger commu- 
nity it would be unnecessary for 
the British to choose between Eu- 
rope and the Commonwealth. 
Great Britain and France could 
at long last become united in 
peace, not merely allied in war. In 
this community alone is there hope 
of solving the German problem, 
which is becoming progressively 
more snarled up.

Law’s Provision. 


Under the McMahon Act putting 
atomic energy under civilian con- 
trol, all five commissioners were 
mamed for a term of only one 
year. Then, after that first year, 
the appointments were to run for 
one, two, three, four and five-year 
terms. The latter arrangement 
was, of course, to insure conti- 
nuity of direction in the vast un- 
dertakings of the commission. 


With the terms of all the com- 
missioners expiring in August, the 
President had a problem to work 
out. He could have waited until 
after the present Congress had 
adjourned in the summer and 
then he could have reappointed 
all the commissioners. In that 
way the present commissioners 
might have served until the Nov. 
2 election had determined the new 
President and the new Congress. 
If another President did not like 
the appointments, he could have 
withdrawn them. 


Truman’s Choice. 


What President Truman did do 
was to seni up the five appoint- 
ments, with Chairman David 
Lilienthal named for the five-year 
term. He did this without con- 
sulting Senator Hickenlooper, 
chairman of the Joint Atomic En- 
ergy Committee. 

There is nothing in the Consti- 
tution to compel Mr. Truman to 
consult in advance with the Con- 
gress. But the fact is that Chair- 
man Hickenlooper has for his part 
tried to work with the Executive 
fn keeping the whole shattering 
business out of politics and trying 
to insure that there would be no 
break in the continuity of control. 

When Hickenlooper got word 
that the appointments were about 
to be sent up, he rushed to the 
White House. He suggested that 
there was a way out which would 
avoid controversy. 

was to give Chairman 
Lilienthal the one-year appoint- 


ment. It wags around Lilienthal 
that the quarrel of a year ago 
centered. But the Senate, Hick- 
enlooper suggested, would accept 
the present chairman for another

§| Without Consulting. 


The President ignored this sug- 
gestion. He went through with 
his original plan, with the reap- 
pointments being speeded to the 
Capitol so fast that they got there 
almost before Hickenlooper had 
time to return from the White 
House. 

This has a special irony in that 
Lilienthal had told several mem- 
bers of Cong~ess that he would be 
happy to accept the one-year re- 
appointment. The hard-working 
chairn.an is naturally not anxious 
to go through again the trial by 
fire he endured last year. He in- 
dicated that the one-year appoint- 
ment would be an acceptable com- 
promise, since it would carry the 
term of the chairman into the 
middle of 1949 and thereby give 
the new President ample oppor- 
tunity to decide what he wished to 


do. 


‘Mstaited Feud. 


To push the present nomina- 
tions will cause a quarrel. Per- 
haps in the end the reappoint- 
rents could all be confirmed, But, 
in Hickenlooper’s belief, a public 
feud would do almost more harm 
to the development of atomic 
energy—and particularly certain 
projects now under way—than 
the bitter quarrel of a year ago. 

Therefore a suitable way out is 
being sought. It may lie in a bill 
now under study. This provides 
that the appointments of all five 
commissioners be continued for a 
year after the date of their ex- 
piration this August. 

Such a bill could be passed with 
little difficulty, it is believed. If 
it were vetoed by the President, 
then all hope of confirmation of 
atomic appointments would be 
ended, In many ways this would 
seem to be a reasonable compro- 
mise. Above all, it is important 
to try to avoid the kind of blow- 
up which might seriously hamper

Why Care of 
The Teeth Is 


Important 
By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


HE care of the téeth is impor- 

tant from many points of 

view. Infected teeth or gums 
may result in pain, but often these 
serve as a focus of infection from 
which more remote organs in the 
body may be infected. In addi- 
tion, good teeth are essential from 
the point of view of adequate 
chewing of food. The first stage 
of digestion of food materials 
actually occurs in the mouth, after 
the food is properly and adequate- 
ly chewed, and then mixed with 
saliva. Swallowing food which is 
insufficiently chewed may produce 
indigestion, discomfort and poor 
absorption of vital foodstuff be- 
causé of\inadequate digestive pro- 


cesses.

ANSWER: Shingles, or herpes 
zoster which is the medical name, 
is an acute disease of infectious 
nature.

The 
exact method by which the virus 
enters the body is not known. 
However, the prevalence of this 
disease would seem to indicate 
that it is either generally present 
in our environment, or lies dor- 
mant in body tissues awaiting an 
opportunity, for some unknown 
cause, to flare up and produce its 
trouble.

“We just got to talking about how 
Missouri really needed a good 
state song, so I sat ‘down an 
wrote the TIyrics one day an 
Horner put them to music.” 

“Home in Sweet Missouri,” writ- 
ten in 4-4 time, has, according to 
our one-finger rendition—a fairly 
simple, singable tune, not a march 
or jump tune, but something that 
allows the average fellow to catch 
his breath between phrases. The 
last few notes were a little out,of 
our range, but then our range én- 
compasses only the first: two notes 
of the “Barcarolle” and others 
probably wouldn’t have this dif-

‘of 1929, entitled “My Missouri 
Cabin,” which began, “Dar’s an ole 
Missouri cabin whar de hoot owls 
sit and talk.” After listening to a 
male quartet sing this song, the 
House moved that the quartet sing 
“The Star Spangled Banner” as 
@n encore and that was that. 


Early in 1981, a song by Mary R. 
Ellis and Alice B. Spalding was 
introduced to the legislature, the 
lyrics of which: told of how, “I 
love your plains, I love your woods, 
I love your flowing streams. They 
all are welcome to my sight or 
e’en through fitful dreA&ms.” 

This one gave the legislature a 
few fitful dreams but eventually 
fled to their subconscious. Then 
in the spring of 1933, someone re- 
called that there had been a Mis- 
souri song which won a prize 
given by Governor Hadley in 1911, 
and with the aid of a singing 
legislator and a pianist legislator, 
“Missouri,” by the late Lizzie 
Chambers Hull of St. Louis, was 
introduced to the House, Its 
chorus: 

Missouri, fair, we bring to thee 
Hearts full of love and loyalty. 

Thou central star, thou brightest 


gem 
Of all the brilliant diadem— 
Missouri. 


The D.A.R., to which both Mrs. 
Hull, the lyricist, and Mrs. Julia 
Stevens Bacon, author of the 
music, belonged, lobbied for the 
song but in vain.

M UCH time passed during which 
songwriters were apparently 
More concerned with creating 
such noble, stirring ballads as, 
“Ma, I Miss Your Apple Pie,” and 
“There's am E Flag A-flying Over 
My Little Old Defense Plant in 
the West,” than in state songs. 
But in 1943, Mrs. Géorgia Daniel 
Irvine, state representative from 
Audrain county, again took up the 
cudgels and the tuning fork to 
press for adoption of a song, called 
“My Missouri.” Nothing came of 
this, so in 1945 Mrs. Irvine pro- 
posed that the state adopt “The 
Missouri Waltz” which was begin- 
ning to have some national iden- 
tification with the state. “The 
Missouri Waltz” was eventually 
approved by the House of Repre- 
sentatives, in spite of two St. 
Louis rebels who kept pressing for 
“The St. Louis Blues,” but failed 
in the Senate. 

In the spring of 1947, much 
sound, musical and otherwise, sur- 


‘rounded the capitol as another 


attempt was made to legalize Mis- 


es, this time in the 
form of “Missouri, the Show Me 
State.” The proposal was, once 
again, sponsored by Mrs. Irvine 
plus Representatives T. O. Ham of 
Wellsville and L. D. Bone of Pine- 
ville, the bill being known as the 
Irvine-Ham-Bone bill, and _ the 
song wag written by a neighbor of 
Mrs.. Irvine, Mrs. Idele Hillebrand 
of Vandalia (Mo.). It went: 


I can see Missouri clad in her 
spring, 

See the hawthorn blooming, hear 
the bluebirds sing, 

See her fields in summer, acres 
of grain, 

Moonlight nights for lovers, Mis- 
souri, that’s her name. 


Its reception was anything but 
harmonious as legislators listened 
to various renditions—a church 
choir soprano, a rural school quar- 
tet, and the seven-year-old son of 
the composer. There were sour 
notes from those who claimed the 
song was not stirring enough, 
those who believed it inferior in 
spirit to “Frankie and Johnnie,” 
and other dissenters, To add to the 
confusion, Mrs. Hull's 1911 song 
was again proposed and other 
composers suggested parodies on 
“My Maryland” (“Missouri Mine, 


souri’s pr 


Misgouri Mine”), on “Meet Me In 
St, Louie” (“Meet Me in Missouri, 
Hurry”), and the University of 
Missouri song, itself written to the 
tune of the more widely known 
Cornell song. In the midst of the 
discussion the author, more in 
sorrow than in anger, withdrew 
the song, 


The fate of the Hocker-Horner 
song is as yet quite unknown but 
at least it met with a rousing re- 
ception at its introduction and 
there is a strong rumor that the 
song will be used by the Repub- 
lican party locally in competition 
to “The Missouri Waltz,” one 
whose melodic, if slightly draggy, 
strains fall with discord on Re- 
publican ears. 


“Both of us would be very happy 
if our song would serve any pur- 
pose in furthering the hopes and 
aspirations of the Republican 
party,” spokesman Hocker said, 
“and we'd be happy to let it be 
used by anyone running on the 
Republican ticket free of copy- 
right. 

“We'd prefer,” he added after a 
moment’s reflection, “That it not 
be interpolated in any rendition of 
‘The Missouri Waltz’.”

How It Started

“MONSTER”—First an Omen of 
Misfortune. 


HE word monster, which to- 

day means something unnat- 

ural in size or shape, an 
enormity—and by extension some- 
thing deformed, :or evil or cruel— 
derives from ancient belief in the 
supernatural. 

“Monster” comes from the Old 
English monstre and the identi- 
cal French form, out of the Latin 
monstrum—and the latter meant 
literally “a devine omen of mis- 
fortune!” Originally its emphasis 
seems to have been more on the 
omen than on the misfortune it 
foretold, which is demonstrated by 
the word's kinship with monstreer, 
“to show, to point out, to indi- 
cate.” And there, incidentally we 
have also the source of the word 
“demonstrate.” 

Apparently out of that essen- 
tial sense of the omen, “monster” 
in its early meaning was ‘under- 
stood as a wonder, a marvel. In 
the ancient mythologies, marvels 
sometimes took the form of two- 
headed deities, eight-handed war- 
riors and other such departures 
from the norm. It may possibly 
have been in this connection that 
the sense of “wonder” or “marvel” 
was transferred from the original 
idea of an omen to the sense of 
unnaturalness, which is the first 
connotation of the word “monster” 
as it is used at the present time. 

Chaucer indicates the line of 
the word's history in the defini- 
tion “A monster or marvel.”

RE you set in your ideas of 
cleaning aspara ?7 Some 
cooks consider the scales on 
the sides of the spears such 
beauty assets that they would not 
remove them no matte? what any- 
body says. And they cite some of 
the big name packers of frozen 
food as having the same opinion. 
Others wouldn't cook the aspara- 
gus until the scales are removed, 
They find it too difficult to dis- 
lodge the soil that lodges under 
the scales. 


If you can’t decide which one 
has; the best argument, take a 
peek under the scales before and 
after washing asparagus. If dirt 
remains under the scales, the as- 
paragus flavor will be biended 
with an earthy one, Another fac- 
tor which affects color and flavor 
of asparagus is the length of time 
it stands between cutting and 
cooking. The sooner it is cooked 
after cutting, the more brilliant 
the color and the livelier the 
flavor. !

Barely cover with boiling salted 
water (one teaspoon salt to each 
quart water) and cook rapidly un- 
covered until tender, about 15 
minutes. Test by piercing with 
metal skewer or tines of fork.
